..f iho Central Y.M.C.A.. as 'tho first 
.spcnkcr In a ycries of lectures on the 
lolk-loro of différent nations. 

Dr. Baloph who is orRaiiLst ami 
oholr-master of St. r.atrlclJ's Church. 
if> a native Hungarian, anJ woU- 
Itnown both as a concert orsanlst and 
as an cnilncnt authority on lliingnrian 
folk-music. Br. Starkcy of lîublin 
University, Irchinri, who epokc in tlio 
A'lctorla ilM under tlio auspices of 
the Dept. of Kxtra-Mural Relations, 
on the subject of eypsy music vcas 
assisted In illusIralinB his lecture by 
i:alogh and publicly expressed his 
professional opinion that Montreal 
was extremely fortunate in having a 
man of Dr. Balogh's outstanding 
musical knowledge and ability re- 
sident here. 

Traces National Origin 
Going far back into history, Dr. 
Balogh traced the origin of llie Hun- 
garian people back to S95 A.D. when 
they settled In their present homo. 
They were a Ural tribe, and to this 
day, in spite ot the large number of 
foreign words which have found their 
way into their language in the course 
o£ time, their language still retains 
much of Its original purity and is 
totally different ft-oni any other 
" European language. 

The Magyars, as they are called, 
l:;ive shouii a love for music from 
i.!:clr very earliest days. Unfortunately 
2iot a single melody has been handed 
down from the music of heathen Hun- 
ijaiT. These melodies were lost in the

Phil Ma till am s Told of 
'Growing Pnius of Agri- 
culture' to Group 

"The advent of a mobile . internal 
combustion engine in usricultural 
mnclilnory h.is made for .urciter do- 
v(-lopment, yet cau.scd unemployment 
In ■Western farm areas," said Phil 
ïlatlhams speaking before Professor 
Coote's study group on Unemploy- 
ment in his paper on "Unemployment 
in Agriculture" last night in Strath- 
cona Hall. 

In continuing the speaker said thai 
farming conditions in sCanada &t the 
present time might be compared to 
industrial conditions in England at 
tile time of the Industri.al Kevoluilon, 
oniy it was less a nucstiun of revolu- 
tion tlian one of agricultural grow- 
ing pains. Agriculture has passed 
through throe stages; the first that 
of the Human or manpower age, 
which lasted until about a hundred 
years ago. During this time the 
majority of men were employed In the 
production of food'. 

Changed Rapidly 

In the nineteenth century a change 
took place; the proportion of farm- 
ers to thé urban population being 
greatly reduced. This period Is cliar- 
acterlscd by the u;uî of "Animal 
Power." During tiie last ten years, 
methods of ugriculturc have oliangcd 
with amazing rapidity, and this 
period is known us the ".Ueehanical 
Age."

Dr. t'. .\. n.'i.wson yos'.rrd;iy deliv- 
ered the second of a scries of ten 
locturcs on the Social l^velopmcnt of 
the Child, which is being sponsored 
by the Department ot Bxlra Mural 
Ucliitions, In the Wcstinouiu Y..M.C. 
A. Dr. Dawson, who Is director of 
the School for Social Workors, (>pol;e 
on ".Neighbourhood Life in Clilld 
Development." 

I'"amily and Netshbourhood life and 
the manner In which a child plays 
constlliilc those influences which nr-j 
'iicludcd in Ihe I'rimary Croup — prim- 
ary both from point ot time and e.t- 
pi'rii'iire. TIichi.' Inflncnces arc dlred 
and sponlaiicous. and their effect on 
I he personality ot the child is very 
great. 

Definition of Neighbaurhood 

Dr. Dawson then procccilcd to de- 
fine what 1.S meant by a Neighbour- 
hood. Cieographicnily, it is that small 
area within tho bounds of which thr 
lnh.i.bitants arc inllmalc. Socially, it 
\a composed of .idults. male and fe- 
male, and of children of all ages and 
types. ".V child wants a variety of 
pal!>," continued tho spcalfcr, and 
thus bo ('011103 Into contact with Hid 
different types of parents who ore In- 
truding into his life. 

The .speaker then proceeded to out- 
line the nature of the Neighbourhood's 
Behaviour. ''Its movements are spon- 
taneous and informal. Uy cliolce. by 
accident, and by our children, the in- 
formal relationships between neigh- 
bours are set up." For the sake of 
the child, If for no other, the Xelgh- 
bourhood should have a permanency. 

A Family must have a group of 
neighbours In order lo preserve Its 
own v.-holesompness. Their experiences 
arc shared, ciucstions arc asked and 
answered, and amid those genial .sur-

Tho students wore tlrsl shown liio 
shipplng-rooni. Hero axe stacked 
thousands of I'olls ot Congoleum 
ready for siilpracnt. In the ne.Kt roont 
tho rolls ot raw mntcr!ai .are sent 
througii the aaturaling-'ciCtUe. where 
the tuator.'al is dipped in asphalt. The 
tempera lure of the kettle Is around 
400 degrees Fahrenheit. The material 
is then hung up to cool and eventually 
rolled lip again. Tho r.Tw material is 
mostly made form cotton rags. The 
linear footage Is written on each roll. 
After walking through a hugh drying 
room and the printing room, they 
v.-cre shown the patnt-mixing room. 
In here, the paints are mixed to the 
right consistency. The paints luivo to 
be exactly the same as the standard 
model. 

Variety Of Designs 

In the printing room, the material, 
after liavltig been painted with a dull 
colour for a base. Is impressed with 
thp pattern. The material travels 
over a frame-work .Tud. as K passes, 
block trames press on it the desired 
design, with various colours. The 
paJiit from the previous room is tised 
for those colours. There aro twenty- 
four block-fraiiu's, so there can be 
an infinite variety of designs, 

T'lie painted material passes to the 
next room, where it remains a wcelt 
nt HO degrees Fahrenheit to dry. The 
pattern wliich was in the process of 
being priittcd. is not on the market at

Idle speculation has become one of the 
prevailing fashions, and indeed, since 
everyone lends a hand, it is very hard to 
find fault. DistinguishecJ gentlemen who 
should know better speculate in print as 
to wlien and whei*e the ^^rgxt^ar will be 
fought. *Eminent ladies expoun'd' theories 
as to the probable destiny of the male sex. 
Every essayist feels that he has neglected 
his duty unless he concludes on a note of 
speculation.

Frivolous speculators fill the newspapers. 

If idle speculation is not a vice for

roundlngs, the child grows up. Influ- 
enced for good or evil. 

Parental Fixation 

The children are the real neigh- 
bours. The neighbourhood is the 
chief means of releaslns a child from 
tho too close EUper\'lBion of his par- 
ents, from "parental fixation," which 
ii the too great emotional dependence 
between a 'child and his parents. 
This break Is tho first atep towards 
tho emotional fixation between the 
opposite sexes which takes place la- 
ter on in the IKo of tho child. 

"The Child has found in tho neigh- 
bourhood a chance to live his life with 
a minimum ot supervision." The 
child assumes a definite rolo in the 
neighbourhood, whcro bo Is with his 
own peers, elects his own leader, or 
Is elected leader by them, and be- 
comes adjusted ta playing his pa.rt 
as a neighbour. Children are learning 
and organizing, and they have no fix- 
ed emotional feeling, 

Chlldran Dittika Scolding 

Children want to be proud of their 
parents and do not wish lo bo acoldcd 
before their friends. Dr. Dawson gayr 
aji an cxainpio of this the case of a 
youngster of two and a half yearf 
whose mother had called out to him 
as ho was playing to com« Into the 
house ftt once or she would spank 
him. IIo came in saying, "I don'l 
want you hollering at me. It you want 
to holler, wait till I get in." 

One ot the choicest opportunitier 
that a child has, and must have, if 
the building ot a new social world 
with his peers. Into which adults can- 
not Intrude. "You cannot fight your 
child's battles. Do not Interfere in 
titeir quarrels." If nocessary, the par- 
ent may voico his objoctlona to hU 
neighbors, but he must know where 
to stop. If a child cries tha.t he haa 
been hit, ho should be sent out to 
f'ght back. ITe should be encouraged 
his brulsoB should be bound up, but 
no ono should go out and fight for 
him. 

Ignore Bad Languaga In • Child 

It a child picks up bad languoge 
a spanking might help U'm remcmboi 
that he must not do it again. But 
th« best way is to Ignoro It entirely 
Wben the cl\ild is very young he doer 
not understand Uiat there Is anythlnr 
wrong In what ho said.

(Continued from pago one) 
gradual advance of Christinnity and 
It is probable that vcith tho supprcs- 
a!on of pasriuiisni, many .precious 
nmaloal products of the period were 
destroyed. 

With the coming cf C'miî-'.ianlty 
church music took root and alan tho 
Gtegor.nn chant. From this period 
many exiunplos have come down to 
u$. The courts of Hung.arlan klnes 
ûtui nolilcs ucrc ev^r the patrons of 
music, and It Is from ihcso court 
if^'stëlansïti>>t \re have some of the 
jit mediaeval music. 

No Knowledge of Origin 
Of the orisin of the folk-aons wo 
Ii.ivo no doflnllo knowledge, but Uioy 
ore assumed to have developed in 
their own way In ej>lla of church 
music and foreign Influence. The 
C}yp5les, even at this time wero groat 
performers of this music .and vcrc 
p.ntronized hy tho nobios, .Tiid fre- 
quently played n.1 public festivals. 
They Ka4ncd groat reputation as 
lutlEts and violinists. 

The most brllli.Thl period of Hun- 
caxi.'ui music w.is thai of tho flftcontli 
ccnturj', and mjiny of the productions 
of this period aro real musical pearls, 
abounding n-lth rhythmic perfection. 
Gypsies Great Performers 
Many of the gypsies woro outsuind- 
Jng virtuosos and pla^•c<l at many of 
the great courts of Europe as well as 
being listened to with great pleasure 
by such masters as Beethoven, Ilaydn, 
Handel and others. 

]iungar>', by her geographical po- 
sition was always tho battleground 
of the li^ast and tho AVcst, and from 
these two quarters her music has In- 
herited much. The battle-ground of 
tho Cross a-nd tho Crescent, there Is 
a tone to Himgarinn folk-music which, 
to western oars, gives it a distinctly 
orienta] ?ound. This is perhaps caused 
by what is known as the 'Tentatonic" 
scale, thHl ft ;i yc.tlc Of only five 
notes, the fécond and the sixth notes 
being omitted. 

Musical Interlude 
Till.'- wa.'. illustrated hy several 
r.umbcrii performed by the 'Trlcnds 
of Chaml»er Music" String Quartet, 
in which Dr. Balogli plays the viola- 
The other members of the quartet 
lire MlsE Ibolyka Gyarfas, First a-io- 
lin, Jlr. Paul Heller, second violin, 
iind Mr. Alec Cii^ri;, cllo. The first 
group played by the quartet consisted 
of musical relics from the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries, illustrating 
t!:e music of this period. 

When tlie quartet had finished, Mr. 
.'::i.rir.l:o Halogh, tenor, well-known for 
his ability in many parts of Canada 
and the United States sang a ijum- 
bcr of songs similarly Illustrating this 
period. 

After the conclusion of this group, 
IV. Ualogli again resumed the thread 
ot his lecture and v.-eiil on to speak 
of tiie development of mutic in tlic 
e'BlitoentU (X-ntury. Hungarian aris- 
tocrats invitud numerous foreign 
musicians to be masters of their 
bands, resulting in the imporation. If 
one may use the term, of such geni- 
uses as Haydn, and others. Indeed 
many of the work.s of Beethoven and 
Schubert ai'o Inscribed to meml>crs of 
tlie groat Uungarian families who 
v.urc such staunch patrons of music. 
Piano Becomes Popular 

The piano become popular at the 
lioyinning ot tl;e last century, and 
brouglit many faniuuii uiaBicrj^ to 
Hungary an teaclieri;. who Introduced 
the works of Ilaydn, Mozart and I3ce- 
tliov<'n. Tl)e tasto for this music soon 
«proad to liie lower classes so that 
i^oon [:i'.H clii.-s pjoduced Ih'-' fiiioiit 
!r. iisiciiui.-i Hungary has over had 
Among thcise tlic two most famout 
were Huinmel and Vranz iV.szl. The 
' latter's Influence spread far beyond 
the borders of his native land and 
there is no figure in tlie liistory of the 
piano to equal his In prestige. 

Since that time there have been es- 
tablished In Hungary a number of 
musical Instltuliona tho equal ot u.ny 
o;lici'ti in tiie world. Tn fact, the great 
ilusic School at BudtLpest was opened 
tiu-cc years 'before tho famous Ger- 
man conscr^'atory at L,oIpzlg In 1S39,' 
After this the Inlercjl in the orclies- 
Ir.i. and tlio opora Increased to such 
an extent thu.l soon those two branches 
which had formerly mostly by aliens 
beciune almost entirely Mungarioji 
Since this time material progress in 
the w.ay of conservatoriums has been 
m.p!d and have produced some creal 
modern artists. Among tho most 
well-known of these are iloltan Ko- 
daly and Dohnanyl. 

Influence In Canada 

Finally Or. Balogfa mentioned the 
large number of Hungarians resident 
'in Canada (some 76,000) ajid as

Te»tcd Advice Voiced by I'sy- 
choiogitt in Interview 
Sleep Stressed 

"Xow is the time to begin your re- 
view for tho final examinations," Dr. 
J. K. Winter, psychology, stated. In a 
recent Interview. Dr. Winter presented 
suggestions in consideration of the 
laws of learning, for mastering a sub- 
ject quickly. 

"The practice of somo students who 
leave their reviewing until just before 
tho examinations and then stay up un- 
til Î or 3 o'clock should bo condemned. 
Too great fatigue iesbcns mental effi- 
ciency. Nothing is better than sleep for 
an alert mind. Ivcarning Is easier If re- 
petitions are distributed over several 
days rather tlian bunched In a single 
day. In preparing your work, H is more 
advisable to read thioush tlie nelec- 
tlon as a whole and repeat reading it 
until the work is mastered, rather 
than learning part by paru 
Short ^R«tt Help* 

"Forgetting goes on more rapidly at 
first and decreases gradually, until 
there is little appreciable lose of me- 
mory. It is Important that you review 
before you have lost too much mater- 
ial. Find time when your mind works 
best and rescn'e that time for con- 
centration on your most difficult sub- 
ject. The hutnan mind is not caprici- 
ous, where working according to law, 
tliough one i-. not conscious of It," 
continued Dr. Winter. 

"After studying liard for two hours 
It would be advisable to take u rest of 
from 10 to IS minutes. Retention will be 
acquired cosier, but if a longer period 
is taken It will be a waste of time 
Auto-.'iUgKesllon It of great value to 
the student. Do not «ap you are going 
to fail or you will. Say you aie going 
to master your studies and It wi:i help 
you do s«i. Back of this auto-sugges 
Uon is the law ot Idea-motor activity 
—the tendency of eveiy idea to bo 
carried out'ln action."

Schools of journall.sm have a dcf- 
Inlto placo In the training ot the fu- 
ture nowsp.apermou of America, ac- 
cording to Prof. Wlllard G. 131eyer, 
director ot tlio School ot Journal- 
ism, University ot Wisconsin, who 
has made a study of ' tho schools as 
chairman of tho national council on 
education for joiirnalisni. 

Prof. Dieyer presontcl tlie, aims of 
the \yisconsin school In one of tlic 
principal speeches delivered before 
tho annual meeting of tho American 
.Vssoeiation of Schools - and Ilepart- 
mcnts of Journalism -and the Ameri- 
can Association of Tcaciiers of .Tour- 
nallsm In Uos'ton, Ma.s.s., Dec. 29. 

The Importance ot tho nation's 
press, as shown by tho constitution- 
al guarantees of Its freedom, was 
pointed out by Dr. 131 eye r as .suffi- 
cient evidence tli.il iicwspripcra and 
periodicals ar« lin' nrl.iut enough to 
'.v.arrant the provision of adequate 
preparation for young men and wo- 
men who desire to take up some fonp 
of Journalism as a career. 

Need Adequate Preparation 

"If, lacking adequate preparation 
for their work, writers and' editor? 
aro half-cduc.n.tcil. suporfici-i 1. Inac- 
curate, and iinserupuioiis tlio news- 
papers and periodicals that they pro- 
duce will not exert the wholeijomc in- 
fluence that is generally assumed the 
press should exert on readers as citi- 
zens of the stale and as meinl>ers of 
socletv," he ralil. 

Prof, nieyer pointed out that nb 
other profession requires a wider 
range ot knowledge or greater a.bility 
to apply that knowledge to current 
events and problems, than does jour- 
nali.<:m. 

The aim ot the journalism school 
at the University of Wisconsin has 
been to give lis students a liberal edu- 
cation .and to provide tiie teL'hiiical 
Journalistic courses to correlate the 
Infonnntlon that they receive from 
that education with the problems of 
their chosen profession. Dr. Uleyer 
exiilalned. 

Hyde Also Speaks 

Prof. Grant Jf. Hyde, also of the 
Wl.^consin .'icliool. pointed out In u 
separate address that the post-gradu- 
ate work ot the Badger institution 
has, for eight years, been directed to- 
ward an investigation of puollo opin- 
ion and the pros?. 

Trie ncwspaiKr as a social pheno- 
menon li.o-s been analyzed by the gra- 
duate studcnt.s in their seminars, prof 
Il.vdo disclosed. This year foiirtecr 
graduate students and several teach- 
ers aro engaged In studying propa- 
ganda in its relation to public opin- 
ion. 

Dr. fileycr explained that tho func- 
tion ot the study ot Journalism was to 
teach Rtudcnts how lo think straight 
nl)oul what is Koing on in tho worlil 
and how to apply what they have 
learned to understanding and inter- 
preting tho day's news. 

"After 30 years as a university In- 
structor, 1 ajn couvinc-cd that our col 
• lego couise.s In siibjoct.s other tlii' 
Journalism do not result in develop 
Ing in tlie average student the avc.' 
age .student tho ability to think log- 
ioally and to apply intelligently win' 
he has learned to his work as a re- 
porter,^ copy reader, or editor,"' be 
added. 

Courses Are Cultural 

Courses In Journalism aro bioail'v 
cultural rather than narrowly te.li- 
iileal, I'rof. Illoyer said. They under 
take to train students to thiiili 
straight, lo write clearly and effec- 
tively, and to apply what they Ir.ive 
learned in o'her fields to tiie iiraititi 
of JoiiriiallMn. he stated. 

".lournaliiiii courses a'lu to ijivi 
greater significance to liberal arts 
studies, because thoy show sttidcntir 
how to apply these studies to tlic 
evenis and problems of today," Dr i 
Hleyor remarked. 

'^Personally I .should be willing to 
pit Iho a.vcrago Journalism graduate 
against tho average liberal arts gra- 
ditate, not on Ilia basis of his fitnos.' 
to enter upon journallsui career, bu' 
on tho basis of hja ability to thin' 
straight and to apply what he h." 
learned to present-day social, politlcn 
and economic problems. That, aft' 
all, iii tho final test of the value of 
college education and that is a te; 
that I be'.'evo the average school of 
Journalism graduate Is ready to meet," 
Prof. Bleycr concluded.
